The Opening Xight Crowned with the 
Most Pronounced ' Sncoess—^The 
PrincessSKink the Scene of Splen- 
dor and Taste—The Fair 
of Fairs, and Fair- 
est 
of All. 


The opening of the Hebrew fair last 
evening, in spite of the disagreeable 
weather, brought out a large crowd and 
the spacious rink was comfortably filled 
long before the opening exercises com- 
menced. 
At 8 o'clock Mr. M. Frank, 
chairman of the executive committee, 
mounted the stage and in a very neat 
and tasty manner thanked the citizens 
of Fort Wayne generally for their liber- 
al contributions and the interest mani- 
fested in helping to make this, the first 
attempt at a fair by the Hebrew people, 
such a complete success.

America, captained by Mr. H. Gold- 
smith, and Mrs. Goldsmith, first mate, 
and a gallant crew of young sailors, left 
her post with colors flying, whistles 
blowing, bells ringing and the entertain- 
ment aboard ship commenced.

forbids more than this brief notice of 
this very interesting feature of the fair.

The Bnsiness Hen's Exchange Will Ask 
the Council to Make an Appro- 
priation to Explore for Gas 
—What They Are 
Doing Else- 
where.

At an interesting meeting of the Busi- 
ness Men's exchange, last night, Hon. 
Charles McCulloch pointed to the gas 
boom in the villages abont us. He did 
not object to their good fortune, but he 
very truthfully said that Fort Wayne 
was asleep in this matter, while the su 
borban towns were calling in all the 
available capital and manufactories. He 
represented that the Local Gas company 
had more than funds enough to sink the 
well now under way, but he advised that 
the council take a hand and mi^e a do- 
nation to explore for gas northwest anc 
southwest of town. For instance, one 
well could be sunk at the water works 
pumping house. It would either give 
the city gaa for fuel] or a water supply, 
and he belf eved that as the city was in- 
terested in its entirety, people should 
bear the bnrden generally. 


A committee consisting of Capt. J. B 
White, Geo. W. Pixley, S. C. Lumbard, 
Charles McCulloch and Montgomery 
Hamilton were named to present the 
question to the council and the gentle- 
men will get a hearing. 


The work of drilling the third well in 
this city progresses night and day. The 
gas from the first well supplies sufilcient 
fuel and the drill is down 100 feet at this 
writing. The next wells projected will 
go down near Eckert's slaughter house, 
and another further south and west of 
Broadway. 


Geologists are dumbfounded by the 
revelation which has just been made at 
the Elkhart gas well, where Trenton 
rock was struck at a depth of only 1)50 
feet. Professor Orion, the Ohio state 
geologist, was sent for and pronounced 
the rock to be Trenton. It has never 
before been found in Indiana at a less 
depth than 850 feet. It has been claimed 
by the geologists that the gas-bearing 
rock lies deeper as we recede from the 
axis, running northeast and southwest 
through Muncie and other towns in that 
region, yet at Elkhart the rock is found 
much nearer the surface than at the 
point which was suppossed to be the 
axis or crown of the ledge of this state. 
Professor Orton's opinion that the peo- 
ple of Lima, O., were wasting their 
money when prospecting for oil and gas 
is well remembered, and the people of 
Elkhart are not inclined to heed this 
advice to drill deeper. The drill is 
sixty-five feet in the Trenton rock, in 
which salt water has been struck. The 
various strata passed through were as 
follows in the order named: Surface 
dirt, 5 feet; blue clay, 100 feet; Medina 
shale, 9 feet; slate, 5 feet; gravel, 3 
feet; slate, 213 feet; Utica shale. 215 
feet; Trenton rock, 65 feet. 


HOOSIKB OAS JKTS. 


If we Strike gas, we will get it; if we 
don't, we will pipe it. 


Drilling on well Xo. 2 is in progress 
at Huntington and also at Peru. 
At 
North Mauchester and Lafontaine, Wa- 
bash county, drilling has just begun. 
At Francisville the oil well which was 
thought to be so promising, has been 
abandoned and no further efforts will be 
made to develop the natural resources 
of that region. 


A natural gas and oil company has 
been organized at Columbus, with a 
capital stock of $10,000. 
It is com- 
posed of the members of the Gas, Coke 
and Electric Light company of that city. 
Operations will be commenced as soon 
as the contract can be let. 


The engine, tubing, bits, drills, etc., 
for sinking a well at Brownstown have 
arrived, and boring will begin at once. 
Thirty-five quarts of nitro-glycerine 
were lowered 956 feet into the junction 
gas well at Kokomo, and exploded with 
terrific force, developing a wonderful 
flow of gas. The well is at the crossing 
of the Pan Handle and the Lake Erie 
and Western railways, on the north 
edge of the city. Thk new well shows a 
pressure of 375 pounds, which is said to 
be equal to the famous Carg well at 
Findlay. 
The blaze leaps fifty feet 
high, with a deafening roar, causing the 
derrick to fairly tremble with its force. 


Gas was struck on Major Wainwright's 
farm, near Noblesville, two feet in Tren- 
ton rock, at 6 o'clock Saturday night. 
The gas is of a fine quality and the 
hole perfectly dry. 


Saturday night the gas drillers stopped 
drilling after passing down about 1,150 
feet, at Bushville, and gas escapes. The 
well will be shot. 


The natural gaa fever has struck 
HartiiMville. 
A man from Cincinnati 


proposed to the city council last Friday 
evening to bore for gas, ^and in turn re- 
ceive the franchise for supplying the 
city. 
This put new life into the citi 
zens, and $3,809 have been subscribed 
up to 10 o'clock yesterday morning. 
The company wishes to raise $5,000. 


At the depth of abont 140 feet a small 
pocket of gas was discovered in boring 
the well at Valparaiso. It cheered the 
stockholders, and incited stronger hopes 
of a rich find soon. 


The good people of Bluffton are hap- 
py. They want neither gas or a boom. 


Four rigs for wells are being set up in 
Noblesville. 


The latest from Elkhart is that its gas 
well is a failure. 


Portland had to bore twice before she 
struck, Muncie has one dry well. Find 
lay two, and numerous failures have 
been scored in other places that have 
struck it rich. 


Mayer L. Graff returned yesterday 
from Toledo, where he had been for a 
week or more engaged in an important 
litigation. 
Before returning, he was 
empowered by a wealthy syndicate to 
make overtures to the Fort Wayne nat- 
ural gas company for the purchase of its 
wells, appliances and franchises. Mr. 
Graff's company agrees to give a bond 
for $200,000 to have natural gas on the 
streets of this city for consumers within 
a year. They propose to pipe it here.

It will be readily recalled thai the As- 
sociated Press news from Bome, in the 
matter of Cardinal Gibbons' treatment 
of the Knights of Labor affairs, made 
the cardinal say that the condemnation 
of the organization would materially 
lesson the Peter Pence offerings. In an 
antheutic copy of the cardinal's letter, 
which has reached us, there is not one 
word alluding to the Peter Pence and 
the Knights. 
Several misstatements oc- 
curred in the press report. 
Neither has 
the church approved the organization. 
To approve, or to let alone for the pres- 
ent, are two different things. The church 
is doing the latter. 


The first trial trip of a vestibuled train 
was made Sunday morning over the 
Pittsburg and Fort Wayne road. Six 
coaches joined together as completely as 
the rooms of a house, drawn at a high 
rate of speed over the Fort Wayne road 
from Chicago to New York, reached 
here at 2 o'clock Sunday morning. The 
first coach was a combined baggage 
room, buffet-smoker, bath and barber 
shop. 
Next came a dining car, followed 
by the sleepers. 
Between each pair of 
coaches, on the edge of the steps, a 
wooden wall or partition was erected, 
These partitions were joined by rubber 
bagging which yielded to every motion 
of the train, but with the partitions 
formed a perfect vestibule between each 
couple of coaches. 
The Pullman com- 
pany are the originators of the device 
This system will, it is said, be adopted 
by the roads to run from Chicago to New 
York and this train went east to' make a 
trial trip from to New York to Chicago, 
in place of the limited express. 


THE Rev. Deodat Jones, who died in 
Kalamazoo recently, and who for years 
was a noted abolitionist, used to 
witli keen relish an incident of the boy- 
hood days of the Rev. Henry Ward 
Beecher. 
When the rupture in Lane 
Scniiiuiry, near Cincinnati, over the 
slavery agitation occurred, Dr. Lyman 
Beecher, Professor Stowe and others, 
with a large number of the students, 
went .to Oberlin, then an unbroken 
forest, and founded Oberlin College. 
They put up temporary buildings, and 
besides clearing, the ground had also 
to be ditched, a work the students had 
to do. 
In the family of Dr. Beecher 
at this time among others, was Harriet; 
afterward the second wife of Professor 
Stowe, and Henry Ward, a very mis- 
chievous little fellow. 
One day Mr. 
Jeffers, with other students, was dig- 
ging a ditch, when Henry Ward amused 
himself by throwing mud on the dig- 
gers. He was told that if he didn't 
desist he would be buried in the ditch. 
He paid no attention to the warning, 
and finally Mr. Jeffers caught him and 
covered him up all but his head, keep- 
ing him there xintil he promised to be- 
have himself, when he was let out.

The Business Men's Exchange Will 1st 


the Couucil to Hake an Appro- 


priation to Explore for Gai

At an interesting mooting of the Busi- 


ness Men's exchange, last night, Hon. 
Charles MoCaUooh pointed to the gas 
boom in the villages about us. He did 
not object to their good fortune, but be 
very truthfully said that Fort Wayne 
wta asleep in this matter, while the su- 
burban .towns were calling in all the 
available capital and manufactories. He 
represented that the Local Gas company 
hadmore than lands enough to siuk the 
well now under way, bnt he advised that 
the council take a hand and make a do- 
nation to explore for gaa northwest and 
southwest of town. For instance, one 
well could be sunk at the water works 
pumping house. It would either give 
the city gtvt for fuel] or a water supply, 
and he belfeved that M tho city woo in- 
terested in its entirety, people should 
hflar the burden generally. 


A committee consisting of Capt, J. B. 


White, Geo. W.Pirley, S. 0. Lumbard, 
Charles MoOnlloeh and Montgomery 
Hamilton were named to present the 
question to the council and the gentle- 
men will get n hearing. 


The work of drilling the third well in 


this olty progresses night and day. The 
gas from the first well supplies sufficient 
fuel and the drill IB down 100 feet at this 
writing. The next wella projected will 
go down near Eokert's slaughter house, 
and another further south and west of 
Broadway. • 


Geologists are dumbfounded by the 


revelation which has just been made at 
the Elkhart gu well, where Trenton 
rook was struck at a depth of only £50 
feet. Professor Orton, tho Ohio ntato 
geologist, was sent for and pronounced 
the rook to he Trenton. It has never 
before been found in Indiana at a loss 
depth than 850 foet. It has boenolftlmed 
by the geologists that the gas-bearing 
rock lies deeper as we recede from the 
axis, running northeast and southwest 
through Mnnoie and other towns in that 
region, yet at Elkhart the rook is found 
much nearer tho surface than at the 
point which wan suppoaned to be the 
axis or crown of tho ledge of this statu. 
Professor Orton'n opinion thai the peo- 
ple of Lima, O., were wanting their 
money when prospecting for oil aud gas 
is well remembered, and the people of 
Elkhart aru not inclined to heed this 
advice to drill deeper. The drill it 
sixty-five feet in the Trenton rock, hi 
whioh Halt water has been struck. Tbo 
various strata passed through were ns 
follows in the order named: Surface 
dirt, 5 feet; blue clay, 100 feet; Medina 
shale, fl feet; slate. 5 feet; gravel, S 
feet; slate, 213 feet; Utioa shale, 215 
foot; Trnnton rock, 65 f«et.
